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Students learning about traffic safety

A group of about 50 students from 
schools across the county attended 
a traffic safety workshop at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church on 
Thursday, Nov. 14. 

Len Wagner, a regional traffic safety 
consultant under contract to Alberta 
Transportation's Office of Traffic 
Safety, said the event went over well 
and that the students were very recep¬ 
tive to the messages conveyed at the 
workshop. 

“It was outstanding,” said Wagner. 
“We talked to them about issues 
around impaired driving, distracted 
driving, speeding, seatbelt usage and 
ATV safety." 

There were six groups of high school 
students in attendance, with students 
from Didsbury High School (DHS), 


Didsbury Career High School (DCHS), 
as well as students from Olds, Carstairs, 
Bowden and Sundre, he noted. 

“They were a great bunch of kids," he 
added. “They were really engaged, they 
had their mentors there, and they were 
really engaged too, so it just made the 
whole day a pleasure.” 

Each school sent a group of lead¬ 
ership class students to learn about 
issues surrounding traffic safety, .and 
those students will then take back 
what they learned and turn that infor¬ 
mation into presentations and activi¬ 
ties that they will organize in their own 
schools. 

“That's what the whole conference 
is about, is to give them some tools 
and ideas to go back to their school 
or conununity with and give them the 
message," he said. 

“That is the absolute best way to do 
it, because then it’s peer-to-peer teach¬ 


ing and education. It’s not some old 
guy standing up in front of them say¬ 
ing ‘you shouldn’t do this,’ - it’s their 
friends and their peers telling them 
‘you know what, it’s not a good idea to 
do these things.’" 

Wagner has been involved in these 
kinds of conferences since the late 
‘90s, when he was hosting them on 
behalf of Alberta Health Services. 

“I’ve just kept in contact with the 
ladies (there), so I still work with them 
and it’s grown and morphed into what 
it is now," he said, noting that much of 
the information passed on to students 
is available to the general public at 
(www.bethedifferencealberta.ca). 

“It’s just information that either 
schools or communities can use to deliv¬ 
er programs, because schools and com¬ 
munities are the people that are going to 
fix the traffic issues that art* killing our 
fine citizens on the highways." 


He noted although there is the aspect 
of police enforcement, police can’t be 
everywhere at once, so he is hoping 
through education and awareness, the 
programs can help save lives of both 
students and drivers at large. 

“I’m hoping by dealing with the youth 
it changes their attitudes, so that in the 
next generation or two we’re not hav¬ 
ing all these deaths on our highways.” 

Andrea Caines, who works as a fam¬ 
ily school wellness worker at DHS and 
DCHS said she thought the day went 
well for those in attendance. 

Caines didn’t get to sit in on many 
sessions, because she was helping 
organize and set up the sessions, but 
said, “the kids seemed pumped to go 
back to their schools and get to the 
projects they came up with, and they 
came up and talked about the projects 
they were going to be doing."

Since the piece was made as a joke, 
he and Cheryl Sword, the owner of 


the store, decided to put together a 
draw, where entrants can donate any 
amount of money for an entry, with all 
proceeds going to the Mountain View 
Food Bank. 

Some of the first people to put their 
names into the draw were actually 
Calgarians who had stopped in to visit, 
.according to Sword. 

Van Den Berg said though it is a 
spoof piece, it is a statement at the 
same time. 

“I really believe an Albertan could 
have done much bett er -1 myself could 
have done better, and at a considerable 
discount,” he said. 

He gave his version an Albertan fla¬ 
vour, with the green base and red horse¬ 
shoe, and he added the screw that holds 
the ring in place reflects his attitude 
towards the original piece in Calgary.

More than 40 collisions Saturday on Highway 2

Blowing snow and icy roads con¬ 
tributed to over 40 vehicle collisions 
in a relatively short period of time 
on Highway 2 between Airdrie and 
Carstairs on Nov. 16. 

By 9 am., the Airdrie Integrated 
Traffic Unit advised that driving “con¬ 
ditions w'ere extremely poor and travel 
was not advised.” 

Numerous single-vehicle collisions 
and four multi-vehicle collisions 


occurred between just after 8 a.m. and 
mid-afternoon, reported Cpl. Darrin 
Turnbull of the Airdrie Integrated 
Traffic Unit. 

Highway 2 northbound at Highway 

72 had a pileup of 20 vehicles including 
one semi truck. 

Minor injuries were reported at this 
scene. 

Highway 2 southbound at Highway 

73 had a pileup of 15 vehicles including 
three semi trucks. 

Minor ir\juries were also reported at 
that scene. 


A four-vehicle collision that involved 
one semi truck occurred on Highway 
2 southbound near the Dickson 
Stevenson Rest Stop. 

One adult male w'as taken to hospital 
with serious but non-life-threatening 
injuries. 

Highway 2 southbound at the Acme 
overpass (Exit 305) had a four-vehi¬ 
cle collision that involved three semi 
trucks and one passenger car. 

Three adult males from the car were 
taken to hospital; one of these males is 


in serious condition with life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. 

Southbound lanes on Highway 2 
were dosed for several hours while 
emergency crews attended to victims 
and their vehicles. 

By nearly 9 a.m., RUMP began advis¬ 
ing motorists to not travel on Highway 
2 between Calgary and Edmonton due 
to whiteout conditions.

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Visiting a medical clinic in the Kibera Slums

After visiting the 
school in Kibera, we 
drove through the cen¬ 
tre of the slum through 
its makeshift business 
centre. 

It is the center of 
commerce and is full 
of small buildings and 
shacks selling every¬ 
thing from live chick¬ 
ens to charcoal. It was 
a hive of activity and 
crammed full of peo¬ 
ple. 

We had earlier 
arranged to visit a 
small medical clinic 
through a contact we 
knew. 

We parked the van in 
front of the clinic and 
then entered quickly 
though the front door. 

In the waiting room, 
we met the lady who 
ran the clinic and chat¬ 
ted with a young single 
mother who was there 
with her three young 
children. 

The waiting room 
was tiny - barely 
enough room for all 
of us to stand in. We 
got a tour through 
the clinic’s tiny exam 
room and pharmacy 
that also acted as a 
well baby clinic. 

We had to go out¬ 
side to enter the small 
maternity room where 
we met a mother who 
had just given birth to 
a beautiful baby boy 
just a few minutes ear¬ 
lier. 

A midwife was 
attending the baby and 
they said that in hon¬ 
our of our visit, she 
was going to name the 
baby Richard, after our 
pastor. 

The clinic is made 
out of the same clay 
and tin as the houses 
in the slum. 

On the pharmacy 
shelves, there were 
scant groups of medi¬ 
cines scattered loosely 
throughout. 

We spoke to the mid¬ 
wife who said that she 
had trained at a college 
and reported that there 
could be anywhere up 
to three to four babies 




born there every day. it was sporadic.

A Carstairs and 
Didsbury initiative 
started to prevent fam¬ 
ily violence and bullying 
recently received praise 
for its work. 

The Vision 4 Non- 
Violence (V4NV) commit¬ 
tee is a recipient of a 
2013 Inspiration Award, 
which recognizes those 
who work to end fam¬ 
ily violence and inspire 
Albertans to take action 
and make a difference. 
The awards were estab¬ 
lished in 2012 and will 
be given out to Albertans 
every November dur¬ 
ing Family Violence 
Prevention Month. 

"We are honoured to 
be recognized for mak¬ 
ing a change,” said Robin 
Corsiatto, director of 
the Carstairs Family 
Community Support 
Services. 

She said the commit¬ 
tee, which started in 2008, 
has done “quite a bit of 
work” to raise awareness 
of family violence in both 
Carstairs and Didsbury. 

She said sometimes 
people aren’t aware that 
this is an issue in their 
town and may be resis¬ 
tant to believe it is a 
problem.

The design work will 
begin soon on the new 
helipad planned for 
the Didsbury hospital 
after Rosebud Health 
Foundation officials 
cut a $50,000 cheque 
for Alberta Health 
Services. 

Albert OhlHauser 
said the foundation 
has received a tot of 
support from the 
community, as it has 
received $185,000 of 
the $500,000 necessary 
to start construction on 
the helipad. 

It was confirmed early 
last month that if the 
foundation could pro¬ 
vide AHS with $50,000, 
officials would be able 
to start the design work 
so the project can go 


ahead as soon as the 
rest of the funding has 
been gathered. 

Marilyn McGregor, 
director for the AHS

At this point, it’s just a matter of each 
of the classes’ mentors being there to help 
facilitate whatever plans the students can 
cook up, she noted. 

One of the plans that Didsbury’s students 
talked to her about included a white-out 
day, where people wear white clothing or 
paint their faces white to represent those 
who have died in accidents while drinking 
and driving. 

They are also looking at researching sta¬ 
tistics to find out how many people have 
died or been killed in an accident caused by 
drunk driving and then put on an assembly 
to present those facts to the students at 
large, she added. 

“And they also talked about maybe doing 
something on distracted driving. I know 
(DCHS) was looking at doing some safety 
stuff with the little kids, maybe going over 
to Ross Ford (Elementary School) and 
doing a couple talks on safety like crossing 
the roads, that kind of stuff.”
